between the rich and the poor: 


"When I compare log-elher the differ- 


ent classes as existing at this moment in 
the civilized world, L cannot think the 
difference between the rich and ihe poor, 
in regard to mere physical suffering, so 
great as is sometimes imagined. 
That 


some of the indigent among us die of 
scanty food is undoubtedly true; but 
vastly more in this community die from 
eating too much than from eating too 
little ; vastly more 
from excess than 


starvation. 
So as to clothing, many shiv- 


er from want of defences against the 
cold, but there is vastly more sufferino- 
among ihe rich from absurd and criminal 
modes of dress which fashion has sanc- 
tioned, lhan among ihe poor for defi- 
ciency of rainment. 
Our daughters are 


oftencr brought to the grave by their 
rich attire, than our beggars by their na- 
kedness. 
So the poor are often over- 


worked, but they suffer less lhan amonrr 
ihe rich, who have no work to do, no in- 
leresting objecl lo fill up life, to satisfy 
the infinite cravings of man for action.—

According to our present modes of edu- 
cation, how many of our daughters are

A French paper states that M. and 


MadameMasson have been married about 
fifteen years; but during this time they 
have not seen or spoken to each otbeY 
except through iron'bars. On iheir wed- 
ding day the husband was abruptly torn 
from the enjoyment of the honeymoon 
by two gens d'arms employed to arrest 
him for theft. 
He was carried to Am- 


bert and condemned to five years im- 
prisonment. 
At the expiration of his 


punishment, he returned to his home ho- 
ping to find his wife ihere. 
But he 


learned that after having patiently await- 
ing him for five years his partner had 
been arrested the night before, and pui 
in prison al Monlbrison on accusation of 
theft. 
Condemned to two years impris- 


onment for the theft imputed to her, 
Frances Masson at the expiration of her 
term hastened home thinking to find her 
husband. 
But they were no more to 


see each other free in this world. 
Mas- 


son was suffering at Riorn under another 
condemnation of theft. 
Liberated in the 


course of November, IS'll, Masson did 
not take ihe trouble to go home, as he 
learned on the way that his wife had 
been condemned on the 16th of the pre- 
ceding October by ihe correctional iribu- 
nal of Monibrison to five years impris-1 
onment for theft, and he went to seek 
consolation in another country. 
After 


five years absence, he was travelling al 
the end of 1S1G towards his native coun- 
try to see his wife, whose liberation was 
approaching, when passing through Ly- 
ons he was arrested because he thought 
proper to bring his wife a present wfih- 
out opening his purse. 
He was con- 


demned for this act to seventeen months 
imprisonment. 
His wife, liberated on 


the 30ih of November, 1840, not finding 
her husband at the rendezvous he had 
appointed, and being impatient at wait- 
ing so long for him, committed a new 
crime for which the tribunal of Monibri- 
son, in its audience of the Kjth of last 
month, condemned her to six months im- 
prisonment. 
The period of her libera- 


tion corresponds with thai of her husband. 


One would think ihe French magis- 


trates would have discovered by this 
time thai whatever else they might de- 
serve, iheir Tribunals do not merit to be 
called "correctional," as M. and Madame 
Matson appear to have improved very 
lillle under their various dealings with 
them.— Boston Advertiser.
